resp iratory d iseases tha t annu ally slay thou sand s 
will be controlled and the av erage length of life 
m aterially ex tend ed . 
It is recognized that the task is not merely 
for the d octors and health officers. It m u st hav e 
the co-op eration of all the ep op le. 
The p roced ­ 
u re is lk ened to that which brou ght abou t an en 
tire change of attitu d e toward the 
mak ing, 
hand ling, d istribu tion and m ark eting of food , 
and the safegu ard ing of p u blic water su p p lies. 
For ages hu m an life had been menaced by 
d iseases p romoted by lack of sanitation and the 
consu mp tion of p ollu ted food and water. Finally 
when p eop le generally became aware of their 
p eril, p u re food laws were enacted : 
m anu fac­ 
tu rers and m erchants mad e a v irtu e of k ep ing 
all food stu ffs free from contam ination, 
and 
p u blic au thorities began to tak e sp ecial p ains to 
insu re p u re water su p p lies for ev ery commu nity . 
Ty p hoid and other ep id emic d iseases at once 
were lessened in sev erity and frequ ency and 
thou sand s of liv es were sav ed . 
Now the p u blic health officials are talk ing 
abou t “air sewage” and are ex p ou nd ing the p rin­ 
cip les of p rop er v entilation. 
Laws are being 
p assed to comp el p rop er constru ction of p u blic 
bu ild ings and ap artm ent hou ses. 
It is p red icted 
tha t when the p eop le tak e the same attitu d e to­ 
ward p u re air tha t they hav e toward p u re food 
and water, resp iratory d iseases will lose their 
p ower to d estroy and the m ortality rate will tak e 
another d rop .

Scientists who specialize'in combatting dis- 


ease say that the next concerted effort must aim 
to make the air safe for human breathing. If 
the people in their homes, -working places and 
•streets can toe kept constantly in good air, the 
•" respiratory diseases that annually slay thousands 


Will be controlled and the average length of life 
materially extended. 


It is recognized that the task is not merely 


for the doctors and health officers. It must "have 


' the co-operation of all the epople. The proced- 


ure is Ikened to that which brought about an en 
tire change of attitude toward the 
making, 


handling, distribution and marketing of food, 
and the safeguarding of public water supplies. 


For ages human life had been menaced by 


diseases promoted by lack of sanitation and the 
consumption of polluted food and water. Finally 
when people generally became aware of their 


•• peril, pure food laws were enacted; 
manufac- 


turers and merchants made a virtue of keping 
all food stuffs free from contamination, and 
public authorities began to take special pains to 
insure pure water supplies for every community. 
Typhoid and other epidemic diseases at once 
were lessened in severity and frequency and 
thousands of lives were saved. 


Now the public health officials are talking 


about "air sewage" and are expounding the prin- 
ciples of proper ventilation. 
Laws are being 


passed to compel proper construction of public 
buildings and apartment houses. It is predicted 
that when the people take the same attitude to- 
ward pure air that they have toward pure food 
and water, respiratory diseases will lose their 
power to destroy and the-mortality rate will take 
another drop.

Every effort of medical science has been 


united to combat plagues and infectious dis- 
eases. Scientists have given their lives in the 
dangerous tests and strenuous health battles 
which have been fought and won. With Amer- 


ica's sickness and death rate decreasing" and a 
remedy for nearly all the serious epidemic dis-r 
eases found, it is high time that more attention 
is given to another serious problem — fire! 


Many of our great Industries have begun to 


recognize the importance of fire prevention work 
and for sound economic reasons have developed 
a program of fire prevention to render them- 
selves safer from fire.
